Rehab can be along and solitary pro- 
cess for players who are used to the 
banter and camaraderie of the group 
and thus keeping injured players 
positive is a large part of the job, an 
aspect that is not always recognised.

This can take time to develop but is 
essential in maintaining an environ- 
ment that allows a player to progress 
through his rehabilitation and return 
to training and then playing with the 
minimum of hiccups and to the satis- 
faction of all concerned. 


This is the environment and culture 
we aim to create at Sheffield Eagles 
and | think we are successful in this.

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DF: Ryan, in our last game we ran 
Halifax pretty close. What were 
your thoughts coming away from 
that game? 


RM: We’ve been talking over

York City Knights come into today’s 
Round 15 Betfred Championship 


Game aiming to record back-to-back if 


league victories for the first time 
since May. 


James Ford’s side enjoyed a decent 
start to the season, beating the Eagles 
and London Broncos in the Challenge 
Cup, setting up an 1895 Cup semi-final 
with Swinton Lions. The Mistermen 
have since struggled for consistency 
this season, suffering from injuries to 
key players has meant several short- 
term loan signings have pulled on the 
York colours this term 


After progressing to Wembley in the 
1895 Cup with a victory over Swinton, 
the City Knights endured six consec- 
utive defeats, including a narrow loss 
under the arch against Featherstone. 
York showed signs of their quality at 
Wembley and responded to their loss 
with a win over Championship bottom 
club Swinton last time out. 


The Knights opened the scoring within 
the first minute as Chris Clarkson 
dived over, forward Ronan Dixon add- 
ed York’s second score eight minutes 
into a one-sided half for the hosts. Ki- 
eran Dixon and Danny Kirmond added 
tries either side of Swinton score via 
Ben Heyes, leaving York with a 22-4 
lead at the break. 


Swinton were the first to score after 
the interval in their final act of the 


contest, Deane Meadows found his 
way over the line. Matty Marsh was 
next to score, he was in support of a 
Corey Johnson burst out of dummy 
half.Marsh added his second quickly 
after, fooling the Swinton defence 
with a dummy. 


Kieran Dixon finished off a slick York 
move with 10 minutes remaining 
before Tyme Dow-Nikau went over 
to finish off a huge York victory. After 
a successful first season back in the 
Championship in 2019 Knights Head 
Coach will be frustrated with the in- 
consistency of his side this year. 


The Knights have shown progression 
on and off the field since Ford’s arrival 
as head coach in 2015, a third-place 
finish in their first season back in the 
Championship earned Ford ‘Cham- 
pionship Coach of the Year in 2019. 
York currently sit 11th in the Betfred 
Championship and will be aiming for 
a sixth league win of the season this 
afternoon in their bid to finish the 
season strongly. Despite an indiffer- 
ent season that saw York sign several 
Super League experienced players 
before the start of the season the 
Knights have stuck by the former 
Eagles centre whose reputation as 
one of the best young coaches in the 
game é is still intact.
